Ardmore merchants, whose businesses stand to suffer 
the most from the Slate's ban of south side parking on 
Lancaster Ave., enlisted two other Main Line business asso- 
ciations in their fight this week. 

The new business groups — the 
Bryn Mawr Business Association 
and the Berwyn Business Associ- 
ation — were contacted by the 
parking committee of the Ardmore 
Merchants Association, whose 
chairman is Barney Fischer. 

Meanwhile directors of the Main 
Line Chamber of Commerce met 
Wednesday to consider the park- 
ing ban but took no action. They 
said they wanted to talk it, over 
next Tuesday with the other mer- 
chant groups. 

To date Governor Martin, can- 
didate for the Republican nomina- 
tion of U. S. Senator, had not, re- 
plied to a telegram sent by Ray- 
mond O. Eylcr. president of the 
Ardmore Merchants Association. 
The telegram only asked that the 
Governor arrange a meeting with 
State officials to talk over the in- 
convenience that the State's park- 
ing ban was causing the mer- 
chant's customers. 

Eyler and Charles Fanslow, rep- 
resented the Ardmore Merchants 
Association, when the Main Line 
Chamber of Commerce met Wed- 
nesday.. The Chamber of Com- 
merce has appointed A. E. Hicker- 
son its president; Frederick W 
Dreher, Sr., developer of Subur- 
Square; William J. Lloyd, manager 
of the Pennsylvania Company's 
Ardmore branch, and Howard 
Wayne Smith, executive secretary 
of the Chamber of Commerce, as a 
fecial parking commitUa. 



The Wayne business group has 
decided not to protest the State's 
action because Lancaster Ave. 
through Wayne is wide enough to 
permit parking on both sides of 
the street. 

The Ardmore Merchants Associ- 
ation also sent a telegram to the 
State Highway Department last, 
week and received a reply from 
T. C. Frame, chief engineer. He 
said that the. difficulties the mer- 
chants would suffer were minor in 
comparison with the traffic con- 
gestion as it is now. 

The Main Line Chamber of Com- 
merce stressed the fact at Its 
board of directors meeting that it 
is conceivable that what seems like 
hardship on the business commun- 
ity might have beneficial results 
in the long run. 

Lower Merion Township's park- 
ing committee, headed by John 
Boardman, has thus far come to 
no conclusion concerning recom- 
mendations for alleviating the 
difficulties entailed in the present 
parking situations.

Lower Merion detectives learned 
that she had intended to go to 
her sister's house at 680 PI. Read- 
ing Rd., Ardmore. and they fur- 
ther discovered that she was go- 
ing to use the Red Arrow bus lines 
the night, of April 3. When she 
got off the bus at 7.30 P. M. they 
arrested her for passing a bad 
check.

Painter Tops Off House Robbery 
With Rum Party In Graveyard 



Whether It was the rose colored 
rug, three radios, a bottle of 
Cuban rum or a tinkling silver 
bell that "got him", Charles W. 
Stackhou.se, 26 Cricket Ave., itin- 
erant Ardmore painter, doesn't 
remember . . . 

But he does remember that 
after nine hours of alternate loot- 
ing and drinking he began to see 
things at the Church of Re- 
deemer graveyard in the early 
morning hours of March 23. So 
many things, he told Lower 
Merion police, that he fled from 
the tombstones and left half of 
his loot behind. 

Later and cold sober Stack- 
house returned to pick up the ar- 
ticles he had cached among the 
graves of some of the Main Line's 
most important founding fathers. 

They were all stolen from the 
Haverford home of Louis McLain, 
620 Pembroke Rd., where he had 
been employed as a painter. The 
McLain family is away. 

It was the rum and a pay enve- 
lope he carelessly dropped that 
led to Stackhouse's arrest by 
Lower Merion detectives Edward 
A. Gorham and John Waller. Mc- 
Lain's chauffeur, who discovered 
the robbery, found the pay enve- 
lope under a davenport. 

Facing charges of larceny, 
burglary and receiving stolen 
goods Stackhouse was held with- 



out bail for Montgomery County 
Court by Magistrate Franklin P. 
Kromer Monday' night. 

Stackhouse told the magistrate 
he broke into the McLain house 
about 7 P. M. and stayed until 2 
A M. sipping rum and sorting out 
the household valuables. 

Then he moved over into the 
graveyard, turned on a portable 
radio, listened to the Dawn Patrol 
and finished the bottle of rum. It 
was then. Stackhouse said, that, 
he started to see things. 

Articles listed as stolen from 
McLain's house are candle sticks, 
opera glasses, a silver bell, eight 
pairs of ladies stockings, 14 decks 
of playing cards, razor blades, a 
box of coins, golf balls, leather 
wallets, a pair of scissors, two 
small shaving brushes, two quarts 
of gin, one rose colored rug, one 
silver knife, one wrist watch, one 
necktie, one bridge score pad, one 
bag of cuff links, collar buttons 
and studs, three radios, silver- 
ware, jewelry, a silver fox fur 
piece, and other items. 

He was arrested by Lower Mer- 
ion Township police last year for 
entering and burglarizing Mer- 
rick's Apothecary and the Main 
Line Times offices. For this he 
was sentenced to two to twenty 
months at the County Prison. He 
was still on parole from the prison 
when he entered the McLain 
home March 23.
